RELICS OF THE PAST. 


In a recent purchase of stamps 
and covers I found two old let- 
ters, that outside of their phila- 
telic value, were of considerable 
private interest to me. One of 
them was written in June and 
the other in July following of 
the year 1863, by a gentleman, a 
ative of the same town as my- 
self, Tarmonk, Nova Scotia. I 
was a lad at that time and glor- 
iously ignorant of anything per- 
taining to stamps, while he was 
one of the influential business 
men of the town, and I evidently 
by the contents of these letters 
an ardent collector of stamps. 
He has long since passed away, 
and his works in the line of phila- 
tely have followed him, so let 
us together take a peep into their 
contents, now public property, 
and see what comparisons we can 
make or facts establish concern- 
ing things that interest all phila- 
telists. The letters are of that 
quaint old style which was in 
vogue before envelopes were 
much used. They were folded, 
sealed, and the address written 
upon the letter sheet, and as 
fresh looking and neat, as though 
not more than a year old instead 
of 38. The writing itself was 
familiar, having the pecular style 
of the country and age, and 


awakened in my mind many 
memories of the past, until [ 
wondered why it was, as I knew 
the writer, I had escaped the 
knowledge of his interest in 
stamps. On each of the two 
letters is an excellent lightly 
cancelled copy of the old 5c Blue 
Nova Scotia, in remarkably grood 
condition considering the many 
hands they must have passed 
through. Both letters are ad- 
dressed to Mr. Fredk. Hanford 
care of I. S. Canell, Esq., Char- 
lottetown. P.E. Island, at that 
time, as now the chief city of that 
province. The first letter read: 
“I received your favor with 
stamps ettclosed for which accept 
my thanks, and I was glad to 
hear that I had contributed some 
ttle to your collection, as I 
found you may have had the most 
of those I sent you. I have an 
order from Liverpool, England, 
for two full sets of N. B. P, B. Mee, 
and N. §. stamps, and will 
trouble you tosend me, say two 
full sets of P. E. Island stamps 
unused, and I will pay the 
amount for same over to your 
father in St.John, N. B, I am 
rather out of the way here in 
getting them. If you have 2 
New Zealand shilling, I would 
like one. I have not had time t 
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attend to them lately. I enclose 
an Antigua penny, Prussia t, S. 
gt., Switzerland 4c Rappens. 
If you have anything I have not 
bear mein mind. Iam 
Yours truly, 
I, M. Moopv." 

How fortunate and singular as 
well, that these two letters re- 
mained so long together unseper- 
ated, otherwise my interest in 
the first would scarcely warrant 
any mention. Inthe second we 
are fortunately informed of the 
cost of the two fullsets of P. E. 
Island, and the exact date of the 
issue of the 2 cent lilac Nova 
Scotia. These two gentleman, 
business men of the old school 
both of them, were arduous and 
interested stamp collectors, and 
in their day full sets of Bruns- 
wick, P. E, 1., and Nova Scotia, 
with a few New Zealand shillings 
on the side, were mere common 
everyday terms with them, excit- 
ing no more interest perhaps 
than the Columbians, Omahas 
and Buffaloes do with us. The 
second letter of the following 
July reads: ‘‘Acknowledging re- 
ceipt of your favor with two full 
sets of P. E. 1, amount three 
shillings and sixpence (75c of 
our motiey) price of same with 
the Victoria, and New South 
Wales stamp, for which you have 
thanks. I have written Mr.— 
to pay your father 3-6 P. RB. cur- 
rency for the above. You have 
succeeded very well with your 
collection. When I come across 
the Nova Scotia shilling 1 will 


bear you in mind then. Tenclose 
yon Spain 2 Reals, Canada 3 
pence, Denmark 4s, Switzerland 
1 franco, Hamberg 7, Denmark 
2s, Portugal 5 reis., Nova Scotia 
2 cent just arrived and hope they 
tay add to your collection.” 

The set of P. E. I. is priced in 
Scott’s under date of 1860-4-4 
years of an indefinite period to 
1863 was $19.50 for the 2, 3, and 
6 penny, the two sets $39.00. So 
here we have in this one instant 
afairidea of the pecuniary ad- 
vantage of stamp collecting, 
This is the rare rosy side of 
philately. Where is the young 
collector who would not like to 
have a New Zealand shilling? 
They are catalogued today, prior 
to 1863 all the way from $4.00 to 
512.00 each, and a New Bruns- 
wick shilling, to say nothing of 
afull set of 1851 issue sold at 
Putteck & Simpson's first stamp 
sale of this season in hand on for 
36 pounds sterling and is listed 
iu Scott’s as high a $125 used 
and at the same sale a Canada 12 
pence black of 1851, sold for 61 
pounds, listed in Scott's at 3506 
unused and $400 used. This, it 
will be understood is for stamps 
in perfect condition.

The uew album being prepared 
by the Scott Stamp and Coin 
Company will induce many to 
start collecting and at the same 
time will infuse new ambition in- 
to collectors generally. This 
album will appear in two vol- 
uines—one for all issues up to 
1900 and the other will contain 
spaces for all stamps which have 
appeared during the present cen- 
tury. Thus the year 1900 will 
be the dividing time of many 
collectors and already many who 
had almost lost interest in phila- 
tely are coming out to purchase 
stamps issued during the present 
century, 


During the past few years a 
vast difference has been noticed 
in philatelic publications. Many 
new papers have sprung up only 
to die a speedy, but timely death. 
The Virginia Philatelist, once a 
paper of good repute, has almost 
passed from sight, while the 
Montreal Philatelist after many 
stormy times has ceased publi- 
cation. A number of others, 
more or less unheard of, have 
been ‘‘sold” to older publications. 
Mekeel’s Weekly and the Per- 
forator undoubtedly lead the 
field in their respective classes. 
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THE DOLLAR REVENUES OF 1898, 


The many changes of color of 
the 1898 sct of revenues was due 
entirely to those people who chose 
to make a living by such precari- 
ous methods as the ‘‘washing” 
or cleaning of the dollar values 
of these stamps. The set which 
appeared in 1898 consisted of $1 
grecn, $3 brown, $5 orange, $10 
black, 550 bistre-brown and the 
3100, $500 and $1000, These 
Stamps had not been in use many 
months before the Inland Revenue 
officers discovered that several of 
the values could easily be cleaned 
and used again. Consequently 
a Sl carmine and $3.00 lake were 
issued, it being thought that 
these colors would not stand any 
attempt at removing the cancel- 
lations. As these stamps were 
also cleaned the Internal Reve- 
nue Department issued a request 
that all stamps be either cut or 
punched after they had been 
placed upon the documents. Dur- 
ing the latter part of 1901 a new 
set appeared in grey which con- 
sisted of a1, 2, 3, 5, 10 and 50 
dollar stamp each bearing a large 
black numeral denoting its value. 
Scott lists a $30.00 stamp of this 
set but it was never placed on 
sale. The beginning of this year 
Saw another change in color, 
green being the color selected 
with a large black numeral on 
each stamp. This set consisted 
of a1, 2,5 and 10 dollar only aud 
this set was in use when the act 
was repealed in July. The $30.00 


stamp uncut bring from 12 to 20 
dollars according to condition 
and is extremely scarce. The 
$50 grey and also the black have 
sold in this city at $30.00 apiece 
but not more than two copies 
of each have been seen here. The 
lower values were printed in the 
same colors all along with the 
exception of the %c which was 
changed from orange to grey 
Soon after the issue appeared. 
Incidentally there are several 
clerks now doing time who were 
caught cleaning these stamps.
